rector J. Edgar Hoover's recent 
statements are a cause for re- 
buke. 


The attorney general also 


said, in a news conference, the 
federal government plans no 
further action in the slaying of 
two young blacks at Jackson 
State College in Mississippi last 
spring and that no decision has 
been made on whether a federal 
grand jury probe of the Kent 
State incident in Ohio is neces- 
sary. Four students were killed 
during a demonstration at Kent 
State. 


Mitchell said he has been sat- 


isfied with the job Hoover has 
been doing as head of the FBI 
and that Hoover has done noth- 
ing so far that would require 
Mitchell's taking action. 


Hoover recently created a stir 


when he accused two impriS' 
oned antiwar priests, the broth- 
ers Phillip and Daniel Berrigan, 
of heading a conspiracy to kid- 
nap a government official. 


Mitchell said Hoover's com- 


ments, in a magazine interview, 
that Mexicans and Puerto Ri- 
cans pose little threat against a 
President because "they can't 
shoot very straight" could not 
be considered a racial slur. 


"You have to read the state- 


ment in context," Mitchell said. 
"He was not castigating any 
race or creed or anything else. 


"I wouldn't try to impede Mr. 


Hoover's freedom of speech," 
Mitchell said. "Until he gets to 
the point where he is doing 
something improper, and he has 
not come anywhere near reach- 
ing that point, he can say any- 
thing he wants to." 


In regard to his own future 


and rumors that he will resign 
to run President Nixon's re-elec- 
tion campaign in 1972, Mitchell 
told reporters at his first news 
conference in five months: 


"I haven't been asked and I 


sure as hell haven't 
volun- 


teered." 


Asked about Nixon's chances 


for re-election in 1972 he re- 
plied: "I think they're excel- 
lent.''

new but unspecified light on the 
safety of NTA. 


The chief critic of the chemi- 


cal, 
Dr. Samuel S. Epstein of 


Harvard medical school, main- 
tains, "There are some unset- 
tling questions concerning NTA 
that have not yet been an- 
swered." 


Epstein suggests NTA, which 


attracts metals, might cause 
large quantities of lead, mercu- 
ry, arsenic or other heavy ele-

Action in both cases may be 


put off until at least next week 
amid indications Congress is 
likely to be kept in session until 
close to its Jan. 3 expiration 
date. 


The curbs on U.S. aid for 


Cambodia were included by the 
Senate in its version of the $500- 
million authorization measure 
that includes $255 million for 
that embattled Southeast Asian 
nation. 


They bar U.S. combat ground 


troops and military advisers, 
disclaim any U.S. commitment 
to defend Cambodia and require 
advance notice of any transfer 
of aid funds to Cambodia. 


"I see no real problem in the 


Senate language," said Rep. 
Clement J. Zablocki, of Wiscon- 
sin, second-ranking Democrat 
on the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee and one of seven 
House conferees on the aid bill. 


"I 
believe 
the 
executive 


branch can live with it," he told 
a reporter, noting the language 
is somewhat different from that 
in the Cooper-Church amend- 
ment on Cambodia passed last 
June by the Senate and stale- 
mated since by House objec- 
tions. 


The earlier amendment, en- 


acted after seven weeks of de- 
bate, also contained provisions 
hotly opposed by the adminis- 
tration—barring U.S. air sup- 
port of Cambodian forces and 
prohibiting U.S. underwriting of 
aid for Cambodia by other na- 
tions. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 


a principal sponsor of the new 
curb, told the Senate President 
Nixon advised him the restric- 
tions are acceptable. 


The Nixon administration also 


endorsed extending to Cambo- 
dia the year-old ban on U.S. 
ground-combat troops for Laos 
and Thailand. 


But Senate conferees agreed 


to water down the ban by per- 
mitting actions in those coun- 
tries to facilitate U.S. troop 
withdrawals from Vietnam and 
to free U.S. prisoners, a loop- 
hole Senate critics fear could 
sanction almost any conceivable 
military move in Southeast Asia 
including an invasion of North 
Vietnam.

Launched under cover of a 
cease-fire, that was the biggest 
enemy offensive of the war. 


Neither the allied nor the Viet

Back in the days of whist, 


someone or other thought of 
the maxim, "When in doubt, 
l e a d trumps." An auction 
bridge writer told about the 
dozens of shoeless men walk- 
ing the streets of London be- 
cause they hadn't remem- 
bered to pull trumps. 


There is some merit to the 


story about the shoeless men, 
except that we are certain 
that more of them have 
achieved poverty b e c a u s e 
they pulled trumps too early. 
Our own maxim is, "When 
not in doubt, pull trumps." 


Today's hand is a classic 


instance of this. South ruffs 
the second diamond with his 
deuce of trumps and Counts 
his winners in accordance 
with the code word ARCH. 
He sees four probable losers 
unless he can ruff two spades 
in dummy. He also sees that 
he can do this, provided 
three r o u n d s of trumps 
aren't played first. Then he 
plays his king of trumps. 


He has no d o u b t about 


this. He can afford that one 
trump lead and a trump re- 
turn. 


Suppose South is allowed 


to hold that trick? Can he 
afford a second trump play? 
No! Defender may take that 
trick and lead a third trump, 
whereupon South will have 
no place to put his fourth 
spade. 


Therefore, when the king 


of t r u m p s holds, South 
should stop playing trumps 
and lead spades. He plays to 
dummy's king and back to 
his ace. Then he ruffs a 
spade; comes back to his 
hand with a club; ruffs his 
last spade and now plays a 
second trump when he can 
well afford to. He will have

The allegations, Resor said,

many of which it said are mean- 
ingless, obsolete or performing 
duplicate jobs. 


While declaring proper use of 


such committees is necessary 
and helpful, the 
Government 


Operations Committee deplored 
inactive ones that are tucked 
away in bureaucratic obscurity 
accomplishing nothing. 


The report said there are 


committees to advise advisory 
committees, 
committees with- 


out appointees, committees with 
appointed members which do 
not 
meet, 
committees 
with 


staffs which do not meet, and 
committees which go on forev- 
er. 


Some committees exist in 


name only, the congressmen 
said, new members are appoint- 
ed to expired boards, many pan- 
els waste time getting started, 
some rommittees cover territo- 
ry already explored by a pre- 
vious board, and often conclu- 
sions and recommendations are 
flatly ignored by the people who 
appoint panels. 


The panel proliferation began 


during George Washington's ad- 
ministration, the House group 
said, and now has reached the 
point where no one really knows 
the extent of manpower being 
consumed—and there is no way 
to effectively evaluate the fin- 
ished product. 


In the report climaxing an 18- 


month review the House panel 
said was the first comprehen- 
sive look at the situation, the 
committee stated presidential 
panels—those with at least one 
member picked by the White 
House—"generally lack adequ- 
ate 
administrative 
guidelines 


and management control." 


The average Cabinet member 


serves on about 30 interagency 
committees—which, the House 
group said, makes him no more 
than a token representative.

SAIGON (AP) — American 


and South Vietnamese forces in 
Vietnam will oberve 24-hour 
cease-fires for Christmas and 
New Year's, 
but 
informed 


sources said American bombers 
would continue heavy raids on 
North Vietnamese supply routes 
in Laos and Cambodia during 
the, truces. 
..The allied 
commands an- 


nounced today that their forces 
in Vietnam would hold their fire 
unless attacked from 6 p.m. 
Dec. 24 Saigon time until 6 p.m. 
Christmas Day, and from 6 p.m. 
New Year's Eve to 6 p.m. Jan. 
1. 


The Viet Cong announced ear- 


lier that its forces would ob- 
serve cease-fires of three days 
each over Christmas and New 
Year's, and four days for the 
Tet festival of the lunar new 
year the last week in January. 


The cease-fires proclaimed 


last year by the opposing sides 
were of the same length. 


The American and South Viet- 


namese commands said nothing 
about a Tet cease-fire, but they 
are expected to announce one of 
at least 24 hours duration unless 
they detect a massive enemy 
buildup indicating a repetition 
of 
the 
168 Tet 
offensive. 


Launched under cover of a 
cease-fire, that was the biggest 
enemy offensive of the war. 


Neither the allied nor the Viet 


Cong cease-fire announcements 
said anything about Cambodia, 
where 12,500 South Vietnamese 
troops are currently operating 
and American bombers fly in 
support of Cambodian troops as 
well as the South Vietnamese. 
The spokesman in Phnom Penh 
for the Cambodian Command 
said he personally doesn't think 
there should be a cease-fire, but 
he indicated his government has 
reached no decision on the mat- 
ter. 


Gen. 
Creighton W Abrams, 


the commander of .S. forces in 
Vietnam, told his men in a 
Christmas message that "sacri- 
fice is as much a part of Christ- 
mas as are the joy and warmth 
of being with family and loved 
ones. 


"Your sacrifice for the Viet- 


namese people who are fighting 
for their freedom of choice is in 
the spirit of this season," 
Abrams said.

Backers of a 10-per cent So- 


cial Security increase said they 
expect the big bill to die but still 
hope to slip their 
proposal 


through at the last minute as a 
rider on an excise tax extension 
bill. 


Sponsors x>f a quota-setting 


trade rider attached to the om- 
nibus bill in the Senate Finance 
Committee succeeded in getting 
a bobtailed version of it up for 
Senate debate. 


And administration 
officials 


continued to lobby hard to get 
the Senate to attach President 
Nixon's welfare reform proposal 
to the bill. The welfare plan 
would guarantee a family of 
four a $1,600 annual income. 


The foreign-trade, welfare re- 


form and other measures were 
attached to the Social Security 
bill by sponsors who hoped their 
legislation 
could 
be carried 


through by the popular Social 
Security proposal. 


Mills said it would not be fair 


to the House to consider the 
many-faceted bill in a confer- 
ence in the dying days of the 
session. 


He pointed out the Senate Fi- 


nance Committee had discarded 
the separate House measures on 
trade and welfare reform, and 
thus these House versions would 
not even get consideration in a 
Senate-House meeting. 


The cut-down version of the 


trade rider maneuvered before 
the Senate Thursday contained 
only three items—textile and 
shoe quotas and authority for 
the president to cut tariffs 20 
per cent.

Tanks Called 
Out in New 
Poland Riots

WARSAW (AP) — More trou- 


ble was indicated today in 
Szczecin, shaken by rioting and 
arson, and tanks were deployed 
in Gdansk, but the days of vio- 
lence against government price 
increases 
appeared 
on the 


wane. 


A traveler from Szczecin, Po- 


land's largest port, said mobs 
burned the Communist party 
headquarters Thursday in a 
continuation of rioting that has 
left 10-20 dead and hundreds in- 
jured. 
A Western diplomat who re- 
turned from the Baltic port of 
Gdansk, where the major vio- 
lence broke out Monday, said 
tanks were positioned every 100 
yards along the main street. 
Warsaw radio reported that life 
in Gdansk was "fully normal." 


Radio Szczecin appealed for 


observance of the nightly cur- 
few and for "calm, prudence 
and work" and said the port had 
begun a normal working day. 


But the continued appeals for 


calm and order were considered 
evidence that the city the Ger- 
mans called Settin had yet to 
return to normal. Buildings 
were burned and shops were 
looted before authorities im- 
posed a dusk-to-dawn curfew 
Thursday. 


A Swedish newsman who was 


in Szczecin Thursday reported 
the police headquarters and sev- 
eral other buildings were burn- 
ing when he left the city that 
night. 


The reporter, Anders Tunberg 


of the Swedish Broadcasting 
Corp., said a third of the 22,000 
shipyard and dock workers had 
failed to report for work Thurs- 
day murning, ,and the .rest fe- 
fused to work, He said at noon 
several 
thousand 
workers 


marched into the heart of the 
city, but "heavy police forces" 
stopped several thousand others 
who tried to leave the ship- 
yards. 


The nightly curfew also con- 


tinued in force in the tri-cities of 
Gdansk, Gdynia and Sopot, on 
the Bay of Danzig 180 miles east 
of Szczecin. Passenger train 
service from Warsaw to Gdansk 
resumed today after a four-day 
suspension, but plane and tele- 
phone service were still sus- 
pended. 


Warsaw Radio reported that 


all shops in Gdansk were open 
this morning and fully stocked, 
"people were queuing to get 
morning 
newspapers; 
city 


transport is operating on a full- 
scale basis and so is the inter- 
tri-city electric train line." 


The broadcast said all work- 


ers went to their jobs in all 
three cities.
